I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Trawden  for  the  year 

1957. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  fevers  in 

Trawden  during  the  years  was  higher  than  usual.  This  was  due  to  an  epidemic 
of  measles.  Fortunately,  the  measles  was  of  low  virulence. 

In  September  of  the  year,  following  on 
the  heels  of  the  outbreak  of  influenza  in  Colne,  cases  appeared  in  Trawden. 
The  epidemic  spread  quickly  in  the  school,  but  disappeared  completely  at 
the  end  of  three  weeks,  without  serious  complications. 

The  death  rate  was  higher  than  for  many 
years.  Heart  disease  and  cancer  were  the  chief  causes. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Committee  and  Staff 
for  their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation.
